Mrs. Jones described the follow­ 
ing sequence in the farmer’s efforts 
to recapture the wife, Bernice, who 
had left him for her own home. 
Speies railed threatened to shoot 
her unless she permitted Bernice's 
return. The mother-in-law seised a 
hot poker to eject him. He leveled 
a gun at her. but when she hit his 
arm the bullet deflected

One factor which contributed to the increasing­ 
ly large number of airplane fatalities la that more 
people are taking to the air. Production of airplanes 
in the last two years, speeded up a general enthusi­ 
asm for avlaUon. has more than doubled the number 
of machines owned in the United States. 
Just as 
automobile accidents Increased with general owner­ 
ship of cars, it Is to be anticipated that deaths re­ 
sulting from airplane crashes will mount higher as 
the country becomes more air-minded 
Two seasons make for hazardous flying, however. 
One is extreme heat, and the other extreme cold 
Winter la the most dangerous period during the year 
for flying. Climatic conditions change more rapidly, 
and in many section* of the country, without warn­ 
ing. 
In the eagerness to acquire experience In the 
air. many of the precautions which the ordinary per- 
Christma* I son will heed, are overlooked.
